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1. In mid-August, 23 Division left Novo Mesto and moved in the direction 
of Zagreb. The 17 Division, which was formerly in Radovijica, and 20 
Division which was formerly in Poljane near Skofja Loka, moved from 
Ljubljana toward Zagreb during the first part of August. Several 
transports accompanied these two divisions. 


2, The 145 Rifle Regiment is billeted in the Filipovic barracks in Biyelovar. 
Members of the staff are: Major Gavrilovic, Commanding Officer; Captain 
Maricic, Political Commissar; and Lieutenant Punda the Commandant of 
the rear echelon. 


3. The 1 Brigade of the Artillery Command of the Fourth Army is now located 
in Slovenji Gradec. Major Jovo Boskovic is the Comnanding Officer and 
Major Stjepan Basic is Political Commissar, The brigade has the 
following armament: 


1 battery of four 105 mm. howitzers 

l battery of four 75 mm. mountain guns 

1 battery of four 46 mm. anti-tank guns 

1 battery of two 15 cm. and four 8 cm. mortars of Soviet manufacture. 


Lt. Anton Slapnik is the Comnanding Officer of one heavy machine gun 
detachment equipped with four German MG--l42 machine guns, and one light 
machine gun detachment equipped with 15 Soviet light machine guns. 
Approximately 50 percent of the 00-man brigade are armed with Soviet 
automatic rifles while the rest have Mauser rifles. 


lh. Major General Petar N. Vojnovic is the Town Commandant of Karlovac as well 
as the Commanding Officer of all the Army schools in Karlovac. He was 
formerly an engineer captain and was promoted to Major General in December 
1947. Lt. Colonel Kugman Nikolic is the Political Commissar of the Tow 
Command and of the engineer schovls in Karlovac. 


5. Captain Sima Lazarevic is the Commanding Officer of the Army engineer 
school in Karlovac, which has approximately 130 students. The training 
course lasts three years. Major Mile Trpin is Commanding Officer of the 
engineer officers school, which has 250 students and a one-year training 
course. Captain Ivan Horvat is the Commanding Officer of the reserve 
school for engineer officers and non-commissioned officers. There are 90 
men in the officers sonpot and 160 men in the non-commi.ssioned officerg school. 
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
